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Economic Highlights 

Everybody realizes that important changes in the 
conduct of the government will begin to take place 
as soon as President Eisenhower moves Into the White 
House. But it's probably true that a relatively small 
proportion of the American people realize just how 
sweeping those changes are likely to be. Here, in 
capsule form is what will probably happen, based on 
Elsenhower's appointments, on statements made by 
him and close advisers, and on the opinions of people 
whose business it Is to weigh and assess and forecast 
the course of events in Washington. 
EXECUTIVE OFFICE. As U. S. News & World Re- 
port put it, Eisenhower "will reorganize the Executive 
Office of the President from top to bottom. This will 
be one of the first and most significant acts of his now 
regime." When F. D. Roosevelt moved in, there were 
just 95 people employed by the office, including serv- 
ants. Now there are close to 1200. Eisenhower ob- 
jectives will be a thorough streamlining job, more ef- 
ficency, less confusion and conflict within his per- 
sonal establishment. Governor Adams, whose role 
will bo that of a chief of staff, will be the co-ordinator 
and he will have broad authority. In essence, the new 
set-up will be on military lines. 

DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE. It is a well known 
fact that Eisenhower believes there has been much 
waste here, that often we haven't received a dollar's 
worth of result for each dollar spent. Secretary 
Wilson, who left one of the highest paid positions in 
industry for his new job, will follow a firm line with 
the military people. Frills will be cut out. duplica- 
tion of effort within and between the services elim- 
inated. Maximum defense for minimum money will 
be the goal. 

DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR. A major 
housecleaning is in the cards. The theorists and 
. social planners will no longer be the big influences. 
Secretary McKay will emphasize state and local 
rights, responsibilities and obligations— he is strongly 
against the "big government" idea that dominated the 
Roosevelt-Truman regimes, and was particularly 
marked in Interior. On the policy level, all the faces 
will be new. 

DEPARTMENT OF THE TREASURY. Here, too, 
there will be changes all along the line — conservative 
changes, based largely on the classical economic 
■theories. The debt' will he reduced, the tax system 
re-examined, particularly as it affects the ability of 
business to expand, and everything possible done to 
fight further depreciation of the dollar. And here 
too practical, experienced men will make the policies, 
snd there will be little room for the theorists.

THE DOWN COW? 

Q; IVImt causes cows to na dawn? 

A: There ore several causes; amonR 
them are leukemia, acetonemia, mill: 
fever, "hardware disease", and nutri- 
tional deficiencies. Or the trouble 
may stem from fractured bones, 
nerve ^injuries and various poisons 
from Infections and food sources. 

Q: Arc these diseases wry deadly? 

A: Most of them can prove fatal. 
Qt What should 
the owner do it a 
cow goes dawn? 
A: His first 
step should be to 
call a veterina- 
rian, so the trouble can be diagnosed 
and corrective treatment started. 
While waiting far professional help 
it's a good idea to cover the cow 
with warm, heavy blankets, because 
In most of these cases the cow's tern- 
perature usually drops. This Is es- 
pecially true of milk fever. Keeping 
her warm helps her chance for re- 
covery. Do not try to move the cow 
as It may lead to further injury and 
complications. 

Q: b there any advance warning 
that a cow Is about to go down? 

A: In milk fever, the cow often 
looks dull and doesn't like to move 
around. In leukemia, there may be 
a swelling of the lymph glands In 
the neck, general weakness, loss of 
appetite and a wasting away, "Hard- 
ware disease" Is marked by a loss of 
appetite, grunting and other symp- 
toms. 

Qi How successful U treatment? 

A: It depends on the individual 
case and how quickly treatment is 
started. Modern techniques are now 
saving many down cows which would 
have been considered hopeless cases 
■ few years ago,

men could do their, job quite well 
as they can. We can see it even 
in the church, where some men 
like to R et on and slay on impor- 
tant committees because then thej 
can "crack the vhip' over their 
brethren. Worst and meanest o 
all mis-uses of power is using it 
to hurt and crush others We can 
see examples of this on the na- 
tional scale, all Ihrouyh history It 
scales all the way dc :n lo the 
blackmailer, who uses some bit at 
scandal that he knows about to 
ruin the lives of perhaps much bet- 
ter men.

Your Income Tax 

By Ernest J. Sauber 
Director of Internal Revenue 

(This Is the second of n series of 
articles by Ernest J. Sauber, Di- 
rector of Intornnt Revenue for the 
First Collection District of Illinois, 
presenting the most Important facts 
pertaining to your 1D52 Federal In- 
come Tax return. This article ex- 
plains the changes affecting the 1952 
tax return.) 

Changes offecting the 1952 lax 
were enacted by the 1951 Revenue 
Act, passed by Congress in October 
of 1950, and involved business as 
well as the individual taxpayer. 

Tn this article, attention is focused 
on the individual taxpayer and pro-. 
visions applicable to filing of the 
1952 return. These provisions in- 
clude the "Head of the Household" 
benefit, increase in maximum de- 
ductions for charitable contribu-. 
ttons, change In the treatment of 
capital gains and losses and in- 
crease In tax rates. 

Head of Household 
The Head of- a Household provi- 
sion was enacted by the 1951 Reve- 
nue Act to apply to returns for the 
calendar year 1952. The object was 
to give an unmarried person who 
was .maintaining a home for de- 
pendents, a special tax relief — about 
one- half the amount that a mar- 
ried couple Is given under the in- 
come-splitting provision. 
Qualifications 
To qualify as Head of a House- 
hold, you must be unmarried, at the 
end of your taxable year. This" in- 
cludes a single person, a person 
legally separated or divorced, a 
widow or widower, You would 
not qualify as "Head of a House- 
hold" In the year your spouse dies. 
In this case you are generally en- 
titled to file a joint return. If you 
are married to a non-resident "alien 
at any time, during your taxable 
yenr but otherwise meet the follow- 
ing tests, you are considered Head 
of a Household since you ore not 
permitted to file a joint return 

You must furnish over half the 
maintenance of a home which Is 
your principal residence and which, 
except for temporary absences, you 
share' during the entire taxable 
year with a dependent qualifying 
in the following categories: 
* ; 1." An unmarried child, grand- 
child or stepchild, including a legal- 
ly adopted child, who may or mny 
not have received chief support 
during the taxable year and who 
may or may. not have earned gross 
income of over $600,00. 

2, Any other person for whom 
you are entitled to a dependency 
exemption having gross Income of 
less than $600.00. 

To claim the Head of the House- 
hold benefit, you must file Form 
1040 (the white form). Do not use 
Form 1O40A (the yellow form), 
The law does not permit computa- 
tion of the tax on Form 1040A by 
use of the Head of the Household 
table. 

Charity Limit Raised to 20% 
For the year 1952, you may de- 
duct oil your charitable contribu- 
tions not to exceed 20 "per cent of 
your adjusted gross income for'the 
year. The limitation was increased 
from fifteen to twenty per cent 
for 1952. If you file a joint returnf 
with your .wife, the twenty per, 
cent is computed on your joint con- ' 
tri but ions and oijnt adjusted gross 
income before any income-splitting. 
Capital Gains and tosses 
The treatment of capital gains 
and losses has been changed for 
1952. Previously only 50 per cent 
t long-term gains, or .losses was 
taken into account,. 

For 1952, the entire long-term 
gain or loss is taken Into account 
and offset by any short-term loss. 
If the long-term gain is greater 
than the short-term lots, the.net 
gain la reduced by W per cent/ 
H the result It a net lota, than the (

Individual Rates 

The 1951 Revenue Act provided 
for the tax ra^c Increase to be fully 
effective In 1952. For 1951, the in- 
crease was 2 per cent; for 1952, it 
is approximately nine per cent 
more than- the. Individual Income 
tax rate for 1951,* v 

1951 Changes Still In Effects 

The provisions applicable to 1952 
nre ,of course, In addition to those 
which were effective in 1951; and 
which will remain in effect unless 
changed by Congress at a : t later 
date. , ; 

The 1S51 changes also applying to 
1952 include: liberalized medical ex- 
penses for people' 65 or over, relief 
on the -gain on the sale of a*' resi- 
dence^ permission to change-over 
after March 15 from standard to 
itemized deductions and 'from sep- 
arated to joint filing, combat pay 
exemptions for servicemen, increase 
in dependency exemption to $600.00 
and requirement 6i reporting self- 
employment Income for Social Se- 
curity tax coverage. 

Just in case you. need to be re- 
freshed on the foregoing provi- 
sions, I would advise you to go to 
your local Internal Revenue office 
and discuss your problems with the 



Internal Revenue agents assigned 
there. There is no charge for this 
service.
